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INTRODUCTION 


The Binational Science Foundation (BSF), established by the United States Govern- 
ment and the Government of Israel, is an additional link in the long tradition of 
scientific Cooperation between the two countries. The distinguishing feature of this 
Foundation, as Compared to past funding programs, is the joint participation and 
equal responsibility of both governments in financing, management and decision- 


making activities. 


The Foundation’s activities are determined by an agreement between the govern- 
ments of the United States and Israel, signed in September 1972. The agreement 
will remain in force for five years from the date the endowment was established and 
will continue thereafter, unless terminated by mutual consent. The Foundation is 
an independent body, directed by a Board of Governors, consisting of five Ameri- 
can and five Israeli members. Its administration is headed by an Executive Director, 
who is appointed by the Board of Governors, and is responsible for operations and 
Staffing. 


The purpose of the Foundation is to promote and support cooperation between the 
United States and Israel in scientific and technological research. The annual budget 
of the Foundation is derived from interest on the endowment fund. The base of 
operations ts in Israel. 


This pamphlet is designed to serve as a guide for applicants and grant recipients. 


|. GENERAL GUIDELINES 


1.1 SUPPORTED AREAS OF RESEARCH 


The Foundation will support cooperative research projects of mutuai interest to the 
United States and Israel, concerned with science and technology for peaceful pur- 
poses. Both basic and applied research will be considered. 


For the time being, the Foundation will support research projects in any of the fol- 
lowing areas: 


— Agriculture 

— Health Sciences 

— Natural Sciences 

— Social and Behavioral Sciences 

— Science Services 

— Technologies of interest to both countries, such as mass transportation, 
energy, arid zone and environmental research. 


(See 2.3 for a more detailed list of supported areas of research.) 


The Board of Governors may, in the future, consider adding new research areas 
to those currently eligible for support. 


Prior to submission of proposals, investigators should contact research agencies, 
institutions, or individual investigators in the other country party to the agreement, 
to coordinate joint research programs. It is important that the programs submitted 
be of interest to both countries. 


The Foundation will normally finance cooperative research performed substantially 
in Israel. Allocations are made in Israeli currency. 


1.2 COOPERATIVE RESEARCH 


Cooperative research is viewed by the Foundation as that which involves the active 
collaboration between Israeli and American scientists. It may take the form of: 


— joint research activities where interdependent projects of a single 
program are conducted in different laboratories and involve 
different sources of funding 

— provision of research facilities, materials, equipment and/or 
services to Cooperating scientists 

— exchange of personnel 

— joint planning of research and evaluation of results. 


Research proposals should be prepared by Israeli investigators in Cooperation with 
American investigators or vice versa. Scientists unable to prepare proposals in 
cooperation with an investigator from the other country will be assisted by the 
Foundation in attempting to establish the appropriate contact. 


1.3 ELIGIBILITY 


Scientists who wish to apply for grants should submit their applications through an 
institution or agency with legal status. The Foundation will accept research pro- 
posals from institutions of higher learning, government research institutions, 
hospitals and other non-profit research organizations. Proposals originating in 
industry will not be considered at the present time. Graduate students are not 
eligible .o submit applications. 


Prior to formal submission, the proposal may be discussed with the Foundation 
staff either by letter or in person. 


1.4 SUBMISSION DATE 


Applications should reach the Foundation not /ater than July Ist of each year. 
Granting decisions will be made annually by March of the following year.

ll. THE PROPOSAL 


The purpose of a research proposal! is to provide information establishing: 


— objectives and merit of the proposed research 

— guitability of methods to be employed 

— qualifications of investigators and facilities available at the grantee 
institution 

— mode of collaboration between Israeli and American scientists 

— level of funding required to execute the research. 


This information is intended to convince members of the U.S. and Israeli scientific 
communities who will review the proposal, and the Foundation’s science advisors, 
that the proposed research represents a sound approach to the investigation of an 
important scientific problem. 


The proposal should be self-contained and written with the care and thoroughness 
accorded to papers prepared for publication. It should be carefully reviewed by the 
applicant and by the affiliated institution to insure inclusion of data essential for 
evaluation. 


2.1 LANGUAGE 


Applications should be submitted in English. The title of the proposal should be 
presented in both English and Hebrew. 


2.2 APPLICATION FORMS 


Applications should be typed on BSF forms only and submitted in ten copies. In 
addition to the instructions on the application form, the following guidelines may 
assist the applicant.

Section 1: Abstract

COVER PAGE (p. 1) 


The signatures of the principal investigator(s) and the official authorized to sign on 
behalf of the affiliated institution must be affixed (items 9 and 10). 


SECTION 1: ABSTRACT (p. 2) 


FULL TITLE 


The title of the proposed research should be brief, scientifically meaningful, and 
suitable for use in the public press. 


ABSTRACT 


An abstract of the proposed research of about 200 words is required. If a grant is 
awarded, the abstract may be sent to science information exchange centers and will 
be available to the public. The phrasing of the abstract shouid be informative to 
other scientists in the same or related fields, but as far as possible, in language 
which can be understood by laymen. A statement of relevance of the proposed re- 
search to frontier scientific thought should be included. 


SECTION 2: DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE RESEARCH PLAN (pp. 3-5) 


The detailed description of the research plan should include a comprehensive dis- 
cussion of the subject and its scientific and technological background. The investi- 
gator should state the objectives and expected significance of the research, describ- 
ing its relation to the present state of knowledge and potential future contributions 
in that field. Related work in progress elsewhere and a bibliography of pertinent 
literature should be included (items 1—6). 


The investigator should list, on the table provided, the project’s main research activi- 
ties and show, where possible, the estimated time schedule for conducting each 
activity. Any explanatory notes should be given in the space below the table. If the 
research does not lend itself to such scheduling, a narrative description should be 
provided on the bottom half of the page (item 7). 
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While the proposal should be a carefully prepared and self-contained document, it 
is realized that detailed plans may require modification during the course of the 


research 
SECTION 3: BUDGET DETAILS (pp. 6-9) 
The budget should be presented in Israeli currency. 


The Foundation will support research conducted only in reasonably well-equipped 
laboratories. It will not participate in basic investment for establishing labor- 


atories or purchasing standard equipment. 


The Foundation’s grants are intended to cover only direct costs involved in con- 
ducting the research projects. 


The Foundation will cover the following expenses: 


SALARIES 
Investigators 


Principal investigators, Cooperating investigators and scientists on the paid staff of 
the grantee institution are not entitled to receive any part of their salaries from the 
Foundation. Other personnel may receive salaries in proportion to the time devoted 
to the research project. Nevertheless, the percentage of time to be devoted by the 
principal investigators should be indicated in the proposal. 


Personnel 


All personnel should be listed, stating their proposed role in the project. In the case 
of senior investigators, names must be given. 


The amount of time to be devoted to the project by each person and their request- 
ed salaries must be included. 


Overhead (OH) 


A uniform rate of 25% of salaries may be granted. 


PERMANENT SPECIFIC EQUIPMENT 


The Foundation may consider granting allocations to purchase unique equipment 
required specifically for the supported project. The term ‘specific equipment’ 
implies non-standard equipment. Specific equipment purchased with Foundation 
funds belongs to the Foundation and should be marked accordingly with special 
tags that will be provided. Upon termination of the project for which the equip- 
ment was purchased, the Foundation may either leave the equipment in the institu- 
tion where the research was conducted or remove and use it according to its own 
discretion. 


The Foundation may participate in purchasing specific equipment by sharing the 
expense with the grantee institution. 


SUPPLIES 


Requesieu supplies should be stated in general terms with a listing of the estimated 
cost. Where substantial funds are requested, a more detatied breakdown is required. 


TRAVEL EXPENSES IN ISRAEL 


This item may be provided for according to research needs. 


TRAVEL EXPENSES ABROAD 


The Foundation may allocate money for a trip to the other country only when such 
travel appears essential to the execution of the research project. The allowance may 
be used either by the Israeli investigator or his American counterpart. The appli- 
cant should indicate for whom the trip is intended. 


EXPENSES FOR REPORTS 


The Foundation will allocate up to |[L 2,000 annually for reports. 


OTHER EXPENSES 


Miscellaneous expenses not described in the above paragraphs will be considered 
individually by the Foundation. 


PRICE INCREASES 


Anticipated price increases should be taken into consideration when preparing the 
second and third year budgets. 


BUDGET JUSTIFICATIONS 


Investigators are requested to justify in detail all major items (including travel) for 
which funding is requested. 


OTHER SOURCES OF SUPPORT 


lf the research project is receiving, or has been granted support from other sources, 
the applicant should supply details, including the agreement terms concerning rights 
and obligations of the grantor still in effect. 


Previous or current Foundation support should be listed indicating the BSF grant 
number and duration. 


PATENTABLE INVENTIONS 


The investigator should give full information on pre-existing background patentable 
inventions, if any. Such information is required to enabie the Foundation and the 


Governments of the United States and Israel to exploit their rights regarding pa- 


tents 


SECTION 4: CURRICULUM VITAE OF PRINCIPAL AND COOPERATING 
IN'/ESTIGATORS (pn. 10-11) 


The curriculum vitae should be submitted on BSF forms only. information on the 
principal and cooperating investigators must include a brief professional biography, 
mentioning academic background and previous research experience. All othe; grants 
and contracts currently being received by the investigators should be listed, inciud- 
ing BSF grants. 


SECTION 5: RELEVANT PUBLICATIONS OF PRINCIPAL AND 
COOPERATING INVESTIGATORS (p. 12) 


The principal and cooperating investigators are requested to list re/evant pubii- 
cations of the past five years relating to the proposed research. 


SECTION 6: COOPERATION (p. 13) 


The investigators are requested to provide a description of the cooperative arrange- 
ments and to append a letter signed by the cooperating scientist describing in detail 
his mode of collaboration. Cooperative arrangements should be finalized prior to 
submission of applications 


SECTION 7: PLACEMENT IN AREA OF RESEARCH (pp. 14-15) 


The applicani should indicate the most suitable area of research in which he wouid 
place his proposal for evaluation by referees

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lil. EVALUATION PROCEDURES 


Each proposal will normally be submitted to an equal number of American and 
Israeli science referees for review and evaluation. In analyzing the referees’ evalua- 
tions and recommendations, the Foundation is assisted by science advisors with ex- 
pertise in the areas covered by the proposals. Before making its final granting de- 
cisions, the Foundation will consider statements by the two governments indicating 
their interest in the proposed research project. 


The following criteria are used in evaluating the proposed project: 


— the scientific and technological merit of the research program 

— the cooperative arrangements between the Israeli and American 
investigators 

— anticipated benefits likely to result in advancing and developing 
the scientific area in question, and/or possible economic benefits 
or any other advantages 

— the suitability of the investigators and the means at their disposal, 
such as equipment and facilities 

— the extent of support requested for the program's execution in 
relation to its objectives and its proposed time schedule 

— participation of other funding agencies. 


In general, proposals of mutual government interest which meet Cooperative re- 
quirements will be supported in order of scientific merit. The number of grants 
allocated each year is determined by the availability of funds. 


// 


IV. ADMINISTRATION OF RESEARCH GRANTS 


The following information deals mainly with administrative requirements for award- 
ed grants. Grantees and principal investigators are encouraged to seek the Founda- 
tion’s advice on administrative problems that may arise. 


4.1 NOTIFICATIONS 


Granting decisions are made by the Board of Governors at their annual March meet- 
ing. Notification of decisions is by letter signed by the Director of the Foundation 
and addressed to the principal investigator, with copies to his affiliated institution 
and cooperating investigator. These letters will inform the applicant of one of the 
following decisions: 


a. Awarded a grant 
Recommended for support, but not awarded a grant due to 
limited funds available to the Foundation 

c. Request for revision and resubmission of proposal according 
to referees’ suggestions 

d. Not recommended for support 
Rejected. 


Referees’ evaluations are treated as confidential information and will not be made 
available to applicants in writing, though they may be discussed with the applicant 
in person at BSF offices. Investigators whose applications are either rejected or not 
recommended for support will be notified of the final decision without specifying 
further details. Only in instances when the applicant is requested to revise and re- 
submit his proposal will pertinent excerpts of referees’ evaluations be furnished. 


Applicants of proposals which are recommended for support but not awarded 
grants due to limited available funds are encouraged to discuss referees’ comments 
with BSF staff and revise their application for resubmission at a future date. 
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work plan or for budgetary changes. 


4.22 CONTRACTS 


A grant by the BSF is awarded to an accredited non-profit research organization, 
known as the grantee, and not to the individual principal investigator. Prime respon- 
sibility for the general supervision of all grant activities rests with the grantee in- 
stitution; the principal investigator is responsible for the scientific work. 


In the event that the principal investigator is granted support for the same or a simi- 
lar project from other sources, the Foundation should be notified immediately. 


Before initiation of a project, a contract will be drawn up between the Foundation 
and the grantee institution defining the obligations and rights of both sides. 


A research project may receive approval for up to three years. Contracts, however, 
will be signed on a yearly basis. Continuation of projects for the second and third 
research years is dependent on submission of science and fiscal reports (see 4.8). 


The approved itemized budget will be appended to the contract. 


4.3. RIGHTS AND OBLIGATIONS CONCERNING RESEARCH 
FINDINGS 


Before submitting their proposals, applicants should be aware of the various clauses 
concerning secrecy, patents and copyrights. 


A. The Foundation will attempt to observe the strictest confidence in handling 
the research proposal, but it cannot guarantee complete secrecy. 


B. (1) Subject to the existence or exercise of patent rights, and copyright or 
proprietary rights hereinafter referred to, results of research sponsored 
by the Foundation shall be made available to the world scientific com- 
munity through the usual channels, and in accordance with the normal 
procedures of the institutions involved. 


(2) There shall be no restrictions on the publication of information, except 
as hereinafter stated under copyrights. 


(3) Industry-originated “proprietary data’, so designated, shall be respected 
and shall not be made public without the consent of the originating 


party.

by it. To this end, the Foundation may, as national laws permit, patent 
inventions in the United States, Israeli and third countries or receive 
assignments for such patents. 


in the event of licensing, United States nationals shall be entitled to 
non-exclusive, irrevocable licenses to practice any invention in the 
United States, and Israeli nationals shall be entitled to non-exclusive, 
irrevocable licenses to practice any invention in Israel. 


The Foundation may, however, choose to grant limited exclusive licen- 
ses to United States and Israeli nationals, if such licenses are necessary 
as an incentive to bring about the practice of an invention. Licenses 
under (2) and (3) may be royalty-free if it is deemed to be in the 
interest of the Foundation. 


The Governments of the United States and Israel shall be entitled to 
non-exclusive, royalty-free, irrevocable licenses to practice any inven- 
tion within their respective countries or within third countries. 


The Foundation may conclude agreements with grantees regarding pa- 
tenting and assignment of proprietary rights of inventions made by 
grantees, and resulting from research supported, at least in part, by the 
Foundation. 


The Foundation may license persons to practice an invention in other 
countries on terms and fees as may be appropriate, where the Foun- 
dation has obtained patents in such countries. 


Copyrights of Foundation grantees and other persons will be accorded 
terms consistent with internationally recognized standards of protection. 
Particular attention should be paid to the Universal Copyright Conven- 
tion of 1955 and the United States-Israel Bilateral Agreement of Copy- 
rights of 1955. 


The Foundation shall not obtain copyrights on research reports or 
other written material embodying the results of research sponsored by 
it, except as may be necessary to provide incentives for the maximum 
dissemination of such material. In such instances, the Foundation may 
obtain the necessary copyrights, and grant, on appropriate terms, such 
licenses as may be deemed desirable. 


* A new BSF patent policy amending paragraphs C (1)—(S) above is expected to be approved by 
both Governments in 1978. See Addendum. 
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royalty-free licenses to use all copyrights obtained by the Foundation. 


4.4 ADHERENCE TO THE ORIGINAL RESEARCH PROGRAM 


The Foundation expects the grantee to adhere to the contract terms, including the 
research and budgetary pians. However, the investigator should feel free to pursue 
interesting and important leads which may arise during the conduct of the research. 
When it appears from a scientific standpoint that the investigation as orginally pro- 
posed wil! no longer be fruitful, or that a related line of research wil! be more prom- 
ising, the investigator may discontinue or modify unpromising lines of investigation. 


Should deviations from the original research proposal be substantial, the investiga- 
tor must inform the Foundation describing and explaining the necessity for these 
changes. 


4.5 CHANGES IN PERSONNEL 


Written approval of the Foundation is required for changes involving the participa- 
tion of key personnel in a project. In cases where key personnel are withdrawn 
from a project or will be absent for more than 3 months (e.g., sabbatical), the 
grantee institution may recommend a replacement for Foundation approval, and 
submit his curriculum vitae and list of publications. A replacement must assume all 
responsibilities of the position to which appointed, including submission of science 
reports. 


46 TRANSFER OF PRINCIPAL INVESTIGATORS 


The Foundation should be notified in the event that a principal investigator changes 
his organizational affiliation. In such cases, neither the principal investigator nor the 
grantee institution may make further use of the grant. The Foundation will consider 
transfer of grants on an individual basis. 


47 BUDGET ITEMS 


During the year that a signed agreement is in force, price increases will not be consi- 
dered. However, it may be possible to transfer funds from one item to another with- 
in the total approved budget. In such cases, the principal investigator must app’y to 
the Foundation in writing, through his affiliated institution. Each case will be 
examined individually and, where justified, transfers will be approved without 
delay. 
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The Foundation requires certain reports in connection with grant activities. When 
submitting science reports, a request for the project’s continuation should be includ- 
ed. The request should be brief and state the research plan for the following year. 


SCIENCE REPORTS 


ANNUAL SCIENCE REPORT (in 3 copies) 


A short annual science progress report should be submitted towards completion of 
the first year of research. (Projects approved for a period of up to one year require 
only a final science report — see below). This report should include: 


— standard BSF cover page* 

— brief description of the research results 
— description and results of cooperation 
— summary of accomplishments 

— plans for the second research year 

— published reprints 


COMPREHENSIVE SCIENCE PROGRESS REPORT (in 5 copies) 


This report applies only to projects of more than two years duration and is to be 
submitted 22 months after initiation of the research grant. The report will be evalu- 
ated scientifically prior to approval of the third year grant. The report should be 
self-contained and include all of the following sections: 


— standard BSF cover page“ 

— table of contents 

— comprehensive description of the research results 

— evaluation of the research achievement with respect to the original 
research proposal 

— description and results of cooperation 

— conclusions and plans for the third research year 

— published reprints 


FINAL SCIENCE REPORT {in 5 copies) 


The final science report should be submitted upon completion of the research. It 
should contain a detailed description of research results and acheivements of the 
project in its entirety. The report should include: 


— standard BSF cover page” 
— table of contents 
— list of figures 


* See Appendix. 
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— body of the report written in the form of a scientific paper 
prepared for publication 

—  descr:ption and results of cooperation 

— theses (if any) 

— inventions (whether they have been patented or not) 

— published reprints 


GENERAL 


Two reprints of each publication should be provided as soon as they become 
available. 


All inventions and discoveries of potential economic value, resulting from supported 
research, should be prompily and fully reported, without waiting for the annual 
progress report. 


The Foundation would appreciate being informed of any research results of unusual 
interest. 


In recognition of the investigator’s interest to be the first to publish the results of 
his research, the Foundation will, if specifically requested to do so, allow a reason- 
able period of time to elapse, to permit publication prior to BSF distribution of 
the science reports. 


FISCAL REPORTS (in 3 copies) 


The grantee institution must keep separate bookkeeping accounts recording all the 
project’s expenditures. These accounts will provide the basis for the fiscal reports, 
which should relate to budgetary items agreed upon in the contract. 


A semi-annual and annual fiscal report should be submitted on forms provided by 
the BSF. The first fiscal report will list the semi-annual expenditures of the project. 
The annual fiscal report will list the two semi-annual expenditures along with total 
expenditures for tne year. In both reports, the budgeted amounts for each item 
should be given. 


49 PAYMENTS \ 


Payments and renewal of contracts are dependent upon submitting all science and 
fiscal reports. 


The abstract should summarize the research and main achievernents. This information will 
be used in BSF publicateons, and should be provided in non-technical language 


— upon signature of the contract, 40% of the approved annual budget 

— upon submission of the semi-annual fiscal report, an additional 
40% of the annual budget 

— upon submission of the annual science progress report and the 
annual fiscal report, the remaining 20% of the annual! budget. 


4.10 ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 


In any publication based on research supported by the Foundation, investigators 
should acknowledge the support with the following statement: 


“This research was supported by a grant frre the United States-/srae/ Binational 
Science Foundation (BSF), Jerusalem, Israe 


However, opinions, conclusions or recommendations arising out of supported re- 
search activities are those of the author o. heg .ntee and should not be presented 
SO as to imply that they are the views of the © SF. 


4.11 REVOCATION OF GRANTS 


Grants may be revoked, in whole or in part, by the Foundation thirty days after 
notifying the principal investigator and the grantee institution. Revocations shall 
not affect any financial commitment of grant funds which, in the judcement of the 
Foundation and the grantee, had become firm prior to the effective date of the 
revocation. 


V. PROFESSOR E.D. BERGMANN MEMORIAL 
RESEARCH GRANTS 


Professor E.D. Bergmann played a vital role in initiating the United States-Israel 
Binational Science “oundation (BSF), was extremely involved in its activities, and 
served in consecutive years as Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the Board of Go- 
vernors until his death in April 1975. 


During his lifetime, Professor Bergmann made outstanding scientific contributions 
in the field of organic chemistry. In addition, he was an active force in establishing 
science institut:ons, foundations and other organizations which served to promote 
and advance al! branches of the natural sciences in Israel. He took a special interest 
iN assisting promising young scientists. 


At its meeting in February 1976, the Board of Governors of the BSF unanimously 
adopted a resolution to honor the memory of the late Professor Bergmann by estab- 
lishing two special grants to be awarded annually to young scientists, one an Ameri- 
can and one an Israeli, for research to be conducted in Israel. 


5.1 ELIGIBILITY 


Young scientists who have completed their doctoral degrees within the past five 
years may apply for a grant through an accredited institution of their choice. The 
applicant cannot be on the paid staff of any institution. 


Supported projects may be in any of the areas of research listed in Section | of this 
pamphlet. 


5.2 APPLICATIONS 


Applications should be prepared in accordance with standard procedures outlined 
in Section I! of this pamphlet. It should be noted that the salary of the principal 
investigator is covered by the Bergmann Memorial Grant. 
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tion with scientists from the other country. Cooperative research is an essential ele- 
ment of the proposal and should involve active collaboration between Israeli and 
American scientists. 


The size of each grant for 1979 will be about IL 176,000 for the first year. This will 
cover the recipient's salary and 25% overhead on salary, as well as some research 
expenses. 


The starting date for the grant will be in accordance with the request of the appli- 
cant. 


Applications must be submitted in ten copies on standard BSF forms, to be mark- 
ed on the first page ‘‘Bergmann Memorial Grant.’’

ADDENDUM 


At its annual meeting in Februray 1978, the Board of Governors of the Foundation 
adopted a new patent policy which will go into effect shortly, upon approval by the 
Governments of the United States and Israel. The following will then replace item 
4.3 (pp. 17-19) in full. 


43 RIGHTS AND OBLIGATIONS CONCERNING RESEARCH 
FINDINGS 


Before submitting their proposals, applicants should be aware of the various clauses 
concerning secrecy, patents and copyrights. 


A. The Foundation will attempt to observe the strictest confidence in handling 
the research proposal, but it cannot guarantee complete secrecy. 


B. (1) Subject to the existence or exercise of patent rights, and copyright or 
proprietary rights hereinafter referred to, results of research sponsored 
by the Foundation shall be made available to the world scientific com- 
munity through the usual channels, and in accordance with the normal 
procedures of the institutions involved. 


(2) There shall be no restrictions on the publication of information, except 
as hereinafter stated under copyrights. 


(3)  Industry-originated “proprietary data’’, so desiqnated shall be respected 
and shall not be made public without the consent of the originating 


party. 


C. (1) The grantee shall communicate to the Foundation full information of 
any invention or discovery made or conceived as a result of research 
sponsored or supported in part by the Foundation (‘‘the arising inven 
tion’). At the time of such communication, the grantee shall inform 
the Foundation whether, in any country, it intends to seek patent pro 
tection.

months following receipt by the Foundation of the information refer- 
red to in that sub-paragraph. 


The grantee shall have all right, title and interest in or to such arising 
invention in all countries in which he has informed the Foundation he 
intends to seek patent protection provided that he has applied for pa- 
tent protection in those countries within a period of six months after 
making the communication referred to in sub-paragraph (1). The 
Foundation shall be entitled to acquire in all other countries all right, 
title and interest in or to such invention or discovery. If the grantee 
fails to seek patent protection in any country within the six-month 
period, the Foundation shall be entitled to acquire all right, title and 
interest in or to such invention or discovery in thai country. Moreover, 
the grantee shall not divulge or make public any information about the 
invention communicated to the Foundation under sub-paragraph (1) 
for a period not to exceed six months following the initial six-month 
period. The patent rights of the grantee and the Foundation shall, in 
any country, be subject to the laws of that country. 


For an arising invention for which the grantee holds a patent in a par- 
ticular country, the Foundation shall! be entitled to 50% of the royalties, 
computed before payment of costs relating to the patent application 
and maintaining the patent in force, from the manufacture, use or sale 
of the invention in that country. The revenues received by the Founda- 
tion shall be used to further the purposes of the Foundation. 


The holder of any patent for an arising invention shall insure that such 
invention is openly advertised, at least in Israel and the US. 


The Governments of the U.S. and Israel shall be entitled to irrevocable, 
non-exclusive, royalty-free licenses to use any arising invention mention. 
ed in sub-paragraph (1) above within their respective countries or with- 
in any third countries for non-commercial governmental purposes. 


The Governments of the U.S. and Israel, U.S. and Israeli nationais 
shall be entitled to contractual non-exclusive licenses on a non-discrim- 
inatory commercial basis to manufacture, use, or sell any arising inven 
tion within their respective countries, provided however, that in exteme 
cases where special incentive is needed to bring about the practice of an 
invention, the holder of a patent for an arising invention, may, with the 
approval of the Board of Governors, grant limited exclu. ve licenses to 
U.S. or Israeli nationals to manufacture, use or sell such invention any-

Subject to the provision of sub-paragraphs (6) and (7), the holder of a 
Patent for an arising invention may enter into licensing agreements with 
any party to manufacture, use or sell such invention in the U-S., Israel 
or third countries upon terms and conditions as may be approp: :ate. 


Licensing agreements shall require the licensee to describe the Founda- 
t1on support to the research leading to the invention <n materials pro- 
duced thereby. 


Pre-existing background inventions of the Grantee shall not be subject 
to the provisions of sub-paragraphs (3) and (4) above. However, the 
grantee shall be *equired to gran. the Foundation an irrevocable, non- 
exclusive, royalty-free license to use the invention, or patents register- 
ed with regard thereof, including the right to grant sub-licenses, for the 
purpose of enabling it to exploit its rights and fulfill the obligations 
regarding any arising inventions and to permit the exploitation of rights 
by the Governments of the United States and Israel and of the nationals 
of those countries. 


Grantees shal! be obligated to furnish any information, document or 
conveyance necessary to give effect to the provisions of these rules. 


Copyrights of Foundation grantees and other persons will be accorded 
terms consistent with internationally recognized standards of protec- 
tion. Particular attention should be paid to the Universal Copyright 
Convention of 1955 and the United States-Israel Bilateral Agreement of 
Copyrights of 1955. 


The Foundation shall not obtain copyrights on research reports or other 
written material embodying the results of research sponsored by it, 
except as may be necessary to provide incentives for the maximum dis. 
semination of such material. In such instances, the Foundation may ob- 
tain the necessary copyrights, and grant, on appropriate terms, such 
licenses as may be deemed desirable. 


The governments of Israel and the United States shall be entitled to 
royalty-free licenses to use all copyrights obtained by the Foundation.
